WINTER WHEAT 
RETURNS 19-20 
AREA DECREASE 


Alberta Made Slight Increase And 
Has Plowed More Land This 
Fall Over 1919 


OTTAWA, Nov 19 (Canadian Press) 
—The total area sown to fal! wheat in 
Canada, this season, Is estimated at 
792.200 by the bulletin issued by the 
Dominion ureau of Statistics. In 
1919 there were 846.800 acres sown 
and 814,133 acres harvested in 192”. 
The decrease this fall is 54,600 or 6 per 
cent from the area sown and 21,933 
acreas from the area ‘harvested. 

In Ontario, the area sown je 738,- 
500 acres in decrease of ]7 per cent 
from the 794,100 acres sown in the 
fall of 1919. Alberta has an increase 
of one per cent trom 38,400 tn 1919, 
to 38,800 ‘this year. British Columbia 
acreage this fall is 14.800 acres ag- 
ainst 14,300 acres iast yeur, an increase 
of 600 weres or 4 per cent. The crop 
is reported to have made good pro- 
gress, its condition on Oct, 21 being 
given in percentage of the decennial 
average, as 102 for all Canada, 102 
Northern Ontario, 98 'for Alberta, and 
104 for British Columbia, 

Exedilent progress has fbeen anade 
in fall plowing which usually has wn 
important bearing on ithe next year’s 
harvest. In the Maritime Provinces, 
the percentage ranges from 67 in 
Nova Scotia to 81 dn 'Prince Edward 
Island, only Nova Sqptia falting behind 
the proportions of the ‘two previous 
years. 

In Quebec the percentage fall gow- 
ed is §8 this year, against 87 last year 
and 62 in 1918, 


Manitoba farmers reached the pro- | 
portion of 83 per cent against 64 per ! 


cent jast your, 54 per cent in 1918, 
and 40 per cent in 1917. 

Saskutchewan accomplished 45 per 
cent or nearly half, this proportion 
being larger than in any year since 
1914, when it 'was 77 per cent. 

Alberta's proportion iis 29 per cer. 
against 24 per cent last year, and %b 
per cent in 1918, 

British Columbla has 65 per ceu* 
plowed as against 56 per cent last 
year and 35 in 1918. 

The percentage 'for the phole of 
Canada is 71, as against 66 last year, 
this year's percentage being ‘higher 
than that of any year since 1914, 
when the same percentage of 71 pre- 
ceded the bumper harvest of 1915,

The Greeks have adopted the 
recall. Not as a device for keep- 
ing check on irresponsible and @n- 
trusted legislators, but to settle 
the question of who is to be king. 
The wsue of the election seems to 
have been whether or not Con- 
stantine should be invited to re 
sume the throne. Venizelos, with 
the best reasons from the stand- 
point of the Allies, and also with 
substantial reasons on his own ac- 
count wanted the Royal exile ex- 
cluded. But his government was 
defeated, a Royalist maority re- 
turned to parliamént, and Con- 
stantine is only tarrying at Gene- 
va until he is formally invited to 
return to Athens. 

When he does return, Venizelos 
will be somewhere else. The vet- 
eran statesman is to leave the 
country. The Greeks take their 
polities seriously. The former 
premier was in exile when the 
elections were called. He was al- 
lowed to come back for the cam- 
paign, in drder that the voters 
might have an opportunity to 
make a clear decision betweert 
him and his successor; but he ‘took 
the precaution to have things in 
readiness for aequick dash for the 
frontier if the ballots went against 
him. As the majority was in his 
favor, it is Venizelos’ turn to 
move out. The conditions which 
dictate this are, of course, unusual, 
It is not the custom for the leader 
of the Greek opposition to reside 
abroad. But just at present the 
relations between parties are very 
much strained, and the ancestral 
house of political liberty, is no
